As I mentioned in last months newsletter, I 
planned go to the picnic a few days early so that I 
could do a few SOTA (Summits on the Air) 
activations in the area. My original plans were to 
activate Mt. Graham, Webb Peak, Heliograph 
Peak, and Guthrie Peak, since my research led me 
to believe I could drive to, or close to each 
summit. 

Luckily Ben, N7XL, read about my plans 
and informed me that Mt. Graham was 
completely closed to all access and that Webb and 
Heliograph both had locked gates about two miles 
from the summit. No problem, I'll just have to hike 
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more than I originally planned. 

The real problem turned out to be weather. 
Those that attended the picnic will recall it was 
very overcast and threatening to rain in Safford, 
well it didn't threaten in the mountains, it was a 
downpour! 

I planned to activate Heliograph and Webb 
on Friday and while I was driving up the 
mountain I heard Joe, K7JEM, on the radio 
headed for Heliograph to work on some 
equipment. Joe was kind enough to wait for me at 
the gate and let me drive up to the summit and 
gave me a tour of the EAARS equipment there. 

I was then able to activate Heliograph about 
10am, however I was forced off the peak in less 
than a hour, and forced to totally abandon Webb 
Peak because of the weather. Saturday morning I 
tried to activate Guthrie Peak, but was again 
forced to abandon due to weather. 

The happy ending to this story is that on 
September 26 I left ‘Tucson at 5am and returned 
to the area and successfully activated both Webb 
and Guthrie Peaks for 16 SOTA points.
